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Faculty representatives counter Auditor General's charges

The repercussions from the apparent 
political bomb that exploded in Los Angeles 
were felt at Sacramento State College 
Friday afternoon and continued to rever- 
berate Monday morning as _ faculty 
representatives called charges raised by 
the Auditor General’s report, ‘‘loose, ir- 
responsible, and occasionally malicious,’’ 


John Livingston, chairman of the Com- 
mittee for the Support of Higher Education, 
1 (CSHE) spoke out Monday at a press 
conference in the Ribera Room, In 
countering charges contained in the 
Auditor General’s report, Livingston 
claimed, ‘‘we have never turned away, 
and do not now propose to turn away, 
a single student whom the governor and 
the legislature have given us the money 
to educate.”” He said that SSC teachers 


are now serving 8000 more students than 
the budget allows.

in related action Friday, acting presi- 
dent Otto Butz said he firmly agreed, 
‘‘we need to re-examine our facilities,’’ 
and promised to do just that next Thurs- 
day, Oct. 30, the date a report on faculty 
teaching loads will be processed, Butz 
revealed that at the beginning of the fall 
semester he ordered a study of faculty 
teaching loads, the amount of faculty 
time assigned to activities other than 
classroom teaching and the precise nature 
of these activities. 

tte said the study has been in process 
for the past month. Its completion has 
necessarily awaited the availability of 
all the relevant data. This data, he 
reported, has now been assembled and is 
currently being processed in a computer. 
Butz indicated that if the study shows 
some instructors are teaching only six 
units, then spring applicants may get a 
break, He cautioned, however, against 
using simple figures without thoughtful 
analysis, 


Butz said SSC is conforming to the

standards of space utilization set for 
the California State Colleges. He said, 
‘‘We have never stated that we are limiting 
enroliments because of a shortage of 
classroom spaces.”’ He listed shortages 
in the areas of: 

1) Faculty offices. 

2) Library places for students. 

3) Some upper division laboratories. 

4) Food service facilities. 

The ‘‘transfer of excess funds’’ portion 
of the Auditor General’ s report came under 
attack from both Butz and CSHE. Butz 
suggested that a year is required to use 
additional funds efficiently. CSHE spokes- 
man Livingston claimed the funds are 
quite clearly not there. Livingston said 
there is a ‘‘system-wide budgetary in- 
adequacy.”’ 

Continuing to repute the budget in 
general and Governor Reagan in particu- 
lar, Livingston charged: ‘‘Now the 
governor has the incredible nerve to pre- 
sent himself as the champion of the 
students and to biame the faculty 


for the crisis!”’ 

When asked by reporters what would 
happen if the report on Thursday were 
to reveal that some instructors at SSC 
are teaching less than the required number 
of units, Livingston emphasized that, 
whether or not there are ‘‘abuses’’, these 
practices have nothing to do with turning 
students away. ‘‘We condemn the gover- 
nor’s effort to make us the scapegoat 
for this budget-cutting and student- 
chopping,’’ he said. 


Professor of economics, Marc Tool, 
another spokesman for CSHE, joined in 
the rebuttal against the Auditor General’s 
report, the budget and Reagan. ‘‘That 
budget next year is a disaster budget,” 
Tool said. The state colleges are short 
two or three thousand faculty members 
and must compete on a national level 
for new teachers — while getting a 20% 
budget cut. ‘‘We spend half our time 
answering ridiculous charges,’ Tool said, 
instead of recruiting teachers.

Is “‘overwork” a valid 
excuse for mediocrity 


Something that needs to be made clear, in the wake of the Auditor 
General’s report, is that the number of units that the faculty of this 
college teaches has virtually no direct bearing onthe number of students 
admitted to this college. 

The college admits students on the basis of a formula which is 
applied to the number of dollars available from the state for the support 
of this college. 

This formula, it is true, is based upon a 12 units faculty teaching 
load. However, if the faculty does not teach 12 units, the students will 
still be admitted. 

What the 12 unit load does directly bear upon is the quality of the 
instruction that the students of this college receive. And, in our opinion, 
it is time that someone took a long, hard look at the quality of the in- 
struction we receive. 

It seems to us that the state colleges are caught in a vicious circle. 
We are forced to recruit faculty who are willing to teach a 12 unit load. 
You don’t get many Nobel prize winners that way. 

What you do get, is a large number of faculty members who are 
perfectly content to teach 12 units, and then lighten their work load 
by not adequately preparing for the classes that they teach. That is 
part of the tragedy of the 12 unit load. 


The other part of it is the number of faculty members who take 
the easy way out, and find non-academically justifiable reasons for 
no: teaching 12 units, thus throwing stil more work upon their col- 
leagues without really improving their own ability to teach. 

What this has led to is a lowering of the quality of the education 
that the state college student receives. And this is a crisis that is 
being largely ignored. 

What good will it do to allow ail qualified students to enrol! in 
a state college, and then give them a second-rate education? In short, 
we are tired of watching the state college system and the governor 
of our state play the numbers game. The number of units that the 
average state college teacher carries is irrelevant. What matters 
is how well he teaches them. 

Obviously a professor who is forced to teach 12 units is not going 
to be able to dedicate the same amount of time to preparation as the 
teacher who is required to teach 6 units. But that is based on the 
premise that the faculty member is going to make an attempt to 
prepare for his teaching time. 

That is, unfortunately, not always the case. We would like to 
point out that a bad teacher is a bad teacher, regardless of the num- 
ber of units he teaches. A poor instructor carrying 12 units does not 
become a good teacher when his load drops to 6 units, The teacher 
who puts in no preparation now, is quite likely to put in no prepar- 
ation regardless of the number of classes he teaches. 

We are aware of too many teachers who are obviously, and con- 
tinually unprepared for their classes. We are aware of too many 
teachers who look upon their time in the classroom as a chore to be 
completed with as little effort as possible, before, during, and after 
the lecture. 


Whose fault is this? There is obviously no simple answer to that 
question, The ultimate answer may be the legislature and governor of 
the state of California are to blame for making the state college system 
the educational stepchild at budget time. 

This lack of funds means that the system must bid for professors from 
a position of weakness. It means that we must attract faculty while 
offering relatively low salaries, and ostensibly high work-loads, 

Some of the blame must also rest on the shoulders of the faculty 
of the state college system. A faculty that has been too willing to 
tolerate mediocrisy on the part of their colleagues. A faculty that 
has all too often been directly responsible for delaying or destroying 
meaningful educational innovation. A faculty that is unwilling or 
unable to see that the students are a part of the state college system, 
and are the one that ultimately suffer from the actions of the governor, 
the legislature, and the faculty. 

It may be that the time has finally come when the students w ‘(| no 
longer suffer in silence. We are tired of being stereotyped as “‘q: ** 
fied applicants being turned away”’ or “‘kids trying to get an educacion.”’ 

We, to repeat, are an integra! part of the state college system. And 
we are starting to take a look at what is wrong with this system, be 
it the fault of the governor, the legislature, or the faculty, We don’t 
feel that any of them can consider themselves blameless.

Departmental isolation, 
it cannot continue

Whatever the accuracy of the state auditor general’s report on the 
management of the state colleges, a major issue affecting students at 
this college is thrown into strong relief and must be dealt with without 
delay. 

While there is no ‘‘liberal conspiracy’’ afoot on this campus as a 
quote from me in last Thursday's Bee might indicate, the point remains 
that many of the faculty involved in the current controversy have been 
considered liberal not only in their own disciplines but liberal towards 
the needs and problems of students. As it is, it appears that they, 
however few, with probably just as many conservative malcontents, 
have thoughtlessly disregarded the plight of the students trying to get 
into college and those who, once in, find they cannot get out in four years. 

The issue is not directly the nine unit, the twelve unit or the fifteen 
unit load. Indeed, several professors such as Richard Hughes of 
Government with his ‘‘Rebellion in America’? seminar and Tom Cleve- 
land of Bus. Admin. with his new student-operated computer center 
(assuming they used release time for their projects) are both doing 
more for students than could ever be done by issuing a standard 15 unit 
format. 

At issue rather, is that some faculty, whatever their motivation 
have cut back from a full load and have nothing of value to show for 
either the college or its students. It has been alleged that whole de- 
partments, two in particular, have cut back to nine units of class time 
across the board. 

Presumably all faculty and departments involved in cutbacks can 
rationalize in their own minds the need to do just what they did. And 
since these decisions are made completely within the faculty governed 
departments, there are, as usual, no repercussions from those who 
don’t agree with faculty action. 

This is the real crime. And this is where students must take action. 
It may ultimately be shown that whatever cutbacks were made were en- 
tirely legal. But it is becoming increasingly clear that in all too many 
cases that reduced teaching time works to the advantage of the faculty 
rather than the students. There is no greater argument for student 
participation in academic decision making. ‘ 

The question remaining is what sort of action should be contemplated 
by students. We must first of all continue the push in departments anc 
divisions for greater student participation on committees, 

Important, as well, is the need to encourage all students to identify 
with their departments and majors, for this is where the most crucia) 
decisions affecting them are made, Student representatives are often 
criticized for not having a broad base of support, and not unjustly. 

Special attention should be given to the manner used by the Journal- 
ism department and the History department in electing representatives 
Each class was allowed to participate, and did. 

Finally, as vice-president, | am calling on Academic Congress of 
student representatives for Wednesday, Nov. 19 at 7 p.m. Al) official 
departmental student representatives, graduate and undergraduate, are 
invited, The agenda is open sofar. Hopefully, some form of permanent 
organization or body will result. Representatives who will! be attending 
can contact me in the ASSSC offices above the cafeteria or at 454-6408. 

Little has been proven so far against the faculty, much has been 
alleged. It would hardly be in the interests of the campus community 
to cause divisiveness here when we are under strong attack from out- 
side. We will pursue the matter, nonetheless, with reasoned deliberate- 
ness to protect the rights of students. 

The real issue here, however, is not what the faculty have done to 
students but rather what they can do to students if the isolationism that 
is fostered by faculty dominated departments is allowed to continue.

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Casello suspension constitutes odious blow to academic freedom

Academic freedom, agree 
numerous faculty members, was 
dealt an odious blow last week 
when Sacramento Superior Court 
Judge B. Abbot Goldberg upheld 
San Juan Unified Schoo! District's 
suspension of Richard M. Casello. 

The 37-year old English teacher 
was fired when it was learned his 
4X English classes discussed 
sexual matters and used obsceni- 
ties during the course of instruc- 
tion. The suspension, which 
occurred initially in May, 1967, 
charged Casello with immorality, 
mental! unfitness to teach, per- 
sistent violation of state law in 
relation to education, and evident 
unfitness for service as ateacher. 

In his decision, Goldberg

arrived at a distinction between 
the first three charges and the 
fourth, and declared Casello ‘‘not 
fit to teach’’. 

As experiments in communi- 
cation, Casello’s senior English 
classes were conducted with one 
student situated in the center of 
a circle, comprised of the other 
students, who then asked questions 
on unrestricted topics of that per- 
son. The questions dealt with 
personal relationships which in- 
cluded such topics as sexual acti- 
vity, alcohol, drugs, family 
relationships, and others. The 
students were told they did not 
have to attend classes but could 
go to the library if they so de- 
sired. 

If they elected to attend classes 
and then found something object- 
ionable, they could leave at any- 
time. Casello also instructed that 
any question a student objected to 
answering did not have to be an- 
swered truthfully. During the 
classes, Casello would act as a 
source person for the students and 
as a director of the operation. 
He often used class readings as 
a focal point from which the ques- 
tions would be launched. Caselio 
would allow himself, at various 
times, to be seated in the circle 
of students and be questioned.

structor, was instrumental in 
hiring Casello when he was at 
Mira Loma High School. During 
an interview Huber said, ‘‘Casel- 
lo’s classes offered a safe, con- 
genial and pleasant atmosphere 
not filled with anxiety. This, con- 
sequently, derived a learning situ- 
ation. Casello had the finest of 
rapport with his students. 

“When Casello began instruc- 
tion at Mira Loma, the schoo! had 
recently been unified within the 
San Juan Schoo! District and was 
considered one of the most pro- 
gressive districts in the nation. 
The idea then was to be experi- 
mental, but conditionally, as you 
could not fail.’’ 

Jim Goodrich was vice- 
principal at Mira |_oma High Schoo! 
at the time of Casello’s dismissal 
and explained the situation as ‘‘un- 
fortunate for a man who has served 
seven years in education. He may 
have exercised poor judgment, but 
not to the extent that he should 
have lost his job.’’ 

Goodrich was given a lateral 
transfer to E] Escalon High School 
at the time of the Casello contro- 
versy. Candidly he admits, ‘‘I was 
identified by the central office as 
sympathetic to Casello. They 
transferred me to E! Escalon High 
School and gave the explanation 
that it would be in the best interests 
of me and the school district. 

‘In 1960 the principal created 
high morale between the faculty 
and students. He excelled when it 
came to developing rapport be- 
tween the kids,’’ Goodrich said. 
Goodrich indicated further that 
the succeeding principal, who in- 
stigated Casello’s suspension, 
never taught high school and was 
ill equipped to handle the problems 
which arose. ‘‘He was very re- 
luctant to sit down with the admin-

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istrators and discuss problems, 
Instead, he would go to the district 
office, to the people who appointed 
and supported him, and have them 
solve the problems. Casello would 
not have lost his job had it been 
handled differently. In my opinion, 
the principal was inept and un- 
prepared to handle the situation 
expeditiously and properly.’’ 

Goodrich says the court deci- 
sion will, ‘“‘give pause to many 
teachers wanting to experiment 
and pull the bull by the horns,” 
He cites two other cases where 
one teacher was suspended from 
Mira Loma because he was vocal 
and raised issues other faculty 
members thought unappropriate. 
“Faculty members wrote letters 
behind his back and sent them to 
the district office. He was not 
allowed to defend his position and 
was suspended,’’ continues Good- 
rich, Another instructor was 
transferred from his social studies 
classes and made to teach typing. 
He was allowed to teach two classes 
in world history but did not attend 
departmenta! meetings. 

SSC Professor of education, 
Benjamin Sachs, was called before 
the court to testify as an ‘‘expert 
witness’’ in the field of education. 
In an interview Sachs commented 
that Casello was a very creative 
person, but that he could have 
been more judicious about the 
affair and should have told the 
class to be more reserved about 
expressing opinions as his teach- 
ing position could be jeopardized. 

Sachs contends that what hap- 
pened during the class sessions 
was relatively harmiess. Casello 
offered the students every oppor- 
tunity to be excused from class 
meetings and established certain 
‘‘rules’’ to protect the students 
from embarrassment. Sachs be- 
lieves the case was one that tried 


to make a mountain out of a 


molehill. 

“Kids today are asking for 
relevancy, but the moment rele- 
vancy enters the picture the past 
is threatened. The moment you 
touch certain realities the com- 
munity becomes unrealistic, par- 
ticularly in the area of sexual 
behavior. It’s a matter of com- 
municating with others sublimely 
and overtly,’’ he feels, ‘‘but the 
community is basically hostile to 
reform and does not make rational 
decisions." Sachs compares 
Casello’s case to that of Angela 
Davis’, where both represented 
an abrasion to society, and as such, 
he states, these human encounters 
have the possiblities for danger.”’ 

Another ‘‘expert witness’’ who 
appeared during the Casello trial 
was Wynne Johnson, also a pro- 
fessor of education at SSC, John- 
son says, ‘“‘Casello was honest, 
open, candid and relevant to kids 
in a meaningful manner, but was 
found not fit to teach while other 
teachers go on andon.’’ Johnson 
also contends that kids at this age 
find school a bore and drop out, 
sometimes becoming actively dis- 
sident. 

Clyde Enroth, a professor of 
English at SSC, feels the case 
may set a precedent since it raises 
the question of whether the courts 
can decide what constitutes proper 
teaching methods. He believes it 
also strikes at the very heart of 
the tenure system whereby every 
tenured faculty member is entitled 
to due process by his peers, and 
that this case could possibly 
threaten that privilege. 

Casello’s attorney, Lawrence 
K, Karlton, well known for his 
involvement in civil rights and 
draft issues, has stated that the 
case deals presently with high 
schools, but that its implications

‘Because of the emotional in- 
volvement among the general 
public and policemen themselves, 
there is no clear-cut way for a 
policeman to determine his role 
in society.’ 

So said Duane Wilson, declared 
candidate for sheriff of Sacramento 
county as he spoke last Wednesday 
on the problems policemen are 
having identifying their role in 
society. 

Speaking on the topic of ‘‘police 
science’’ (sponsored by the cul- 
tural programs committee) he 
stressed two factors which he 
felt are responsible for the role 
conflict. 

First, he felt the general pub- 
lic, on the average, are not very 
ra'iona’ when it comes to deciding 
what they want from their police 
force. He added that the public 
isn’t sure of what they ean expect 
from the police force. 

Secondly, the anti-police ele- 
ment has a tendency to criticize 
the police force for activities that 
involve only a smal! percentage 
of the policeman’s time. He used 
such examples as police attitude 
and uthe way police respond. 

Factors such as these have an 
“alarming result on the police- 
man,"’ Wilson stated, “because 
he can’t understand why he is 
being criticized. In other words, 
he can’t understand wiy he is 
being hated by people he is trying 
to help.’’ 

In order to understand the pur- 
pose of police in society, Wilson 
talked about two factors involving 
law enforcement: the ideal role 
of the police and the method by 
which peace is maintained. 

First, Wilson said that the ulti- 
mate goa! of the police force is to 
maintain peace, and protect lives 
and property. ‘Most police people

wll say that this is their ultimate 
goal,”’ 

Second, he stressed that con- 
sideration has to be given to the 
method by which peace will be 
maintained. How does a police 
officer best protect lives and 
property? What tactics does he 
use? According to Wilson, these 
two questions are in dispute by 
various groups within our society, 

He added that the standard 
police apprdach is to “take the 
written law and enforce it. In 
other words, a person won't be 
in conflict with the police if he 
doesn’t break the law.”’ 

However, he stated that many 
groups feel that the standard ap- 
proach is using its doctrine asa 
rationa! ization. They say that 
‘‘what you are really doing is to 
superimpose a morality or style 
of life on us."’ Wilson feels that 
the people who are critical of the 
police do not think of the practical 
limitations on the police force. 

He expressed these |imitations 
in terms of two factors: (1) Rigid 
defense among police of law en- 
forcement practices and (2) in- 
effectiveness of police who do not 
adjust to community problems. 

First, since police have the 

feeling that they are doing a ser- 
vice to the public, they have a 
tendency to defend the activities 
of law enforcement officers with 
no exception. ‘They (police) are 
not searching for how they actwally 
function in a society,’’ Wilson 
added. 
Second, he said the police force 
have not made adjustments to the 
needs of the community. Because 
of this fact, Wilson felt that it has 
accounted for most of the civil 
unrest in the country. He added 
that because of the various forms 
of civil unrest, the police havea 
tendency to blame everybody but 
themselves. 

He felt that the polic~ force

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has obligations to the public, and 
“refusal to meet these obligations 
puts them (police) in a position 
where they are not doing their 
job. Scapegoating is merely taking 
the easy way out.”’ 

He further stated that in order 
to maintain peace, the police are 
sent into communities, but are 
unable to affectively do the job 
because they aren't sure of their 
roles. Inother words, ‘‘the police- 
man doesn’t only enforce the law 
but has to show some discretion 
in his job."’ 

Duane D. Wilson is currently 
an instructor of police science at 
Sacramento C ity College. 

He holds a Bachelor of Science 
Degree from Oregon State Uni- 
versity and a master of crimi- 
nology degree from the University 
of California at Berkeley. He has 
also completed course work for a 
doctorate in criminology from UC 
Berkeley.
